For milch 66*1 ft 'Is very necessary 


that the water for them is pure, other- 
wise it taints the'milt, and from this 
neither good bitter nor cheese can be 
made. Wbire there is not abundance 
of clear, rahning water in yard or past- 
ore, it should be supplied from Wells or' 
cisterns. If drunk from standing pooty 
or rosall ponds, the water is alwajs 
wofe or teas foul, or so stagnant as to 
be unpalatable, and at times eren tin- 
healtnftii. 
In order to obtain a full 


flow of milk, eowa must have all the 
water they will naturally drink at morn- 
ing, nobn and night, otherwise they 
will not give full messes of milk, nor 
will it be of BO good a quality. But » 
running stream, more especially when 
at pasture, where they can go and drink 
at pleasure, is still better than that 
drawn from wells for them three times 
per day, *t regular intervals. Necessity 
however, often compels 
the 
latter 


course. Some dairymen, in order to in- 
crease the flow of milk, stimulate their 
cows to'drink an extra quanity of wa- 
ter, by extra Baiting their food or stir. 
ring a small quantity of bran or meal 
in it. 
Bnt this is objectionable, inas- 


much as it tends to lessen the richness 
of the milk- This also fills up the 
fltomf.cb so much as to dilute the gas- 
tric juice and thus injure digestion, and 
more or legs of the food is consequently 
voided whole. 
If there be a gain in 


milk, then a loss in food follows by 
stimulating to an excess of drink.
